CHICAGO,  ILLINOIS  With  late  entries  still  pouring  in, 

the  l6th  Annual  Illinois  Tech  Relay  Games  today  (Thursday)  were  virtually  assured 
of  recognition  as  the  largest  indoor  collegiate  track  meet  in  the  nation  this 
year  with  more  than  750  contestants  representing  51  colleges  and  universities 
from  .ill  states. 

The  meet,  which  is  being  revived  this  year  after  a  three- 
year  wartime  lapse,  will  be  held  at  the  University  of  Chicago  Fieldhause  on 
Saturday,  Mareh  15.  The  advance  entry  list  already  has  surpassed  the  record  set 
in  194-3  when  the  Relays,  with  36  entered  schools,  first  gained  fame  as  the 
"nation's  largest  indoor  collegiate  meet." 

A  star-studded  field  of  entries  will  challenge  the  team 
titles  held  by  the  University  of  Notre  Dame  and  Michigan  State  Normal  College, 
defending  champions  in  the  university  and  college  divisions,  respectively 

Leading  the  university  pack  will  be  six  Big  Nine  teams,  in- 
cluding Michigan,  Indiana,  Purdue,  Wisconsin,  Northwestern,  and  Iowa,  as  well  as 
squads  representing  Missouri,  Marquette,  Drake,  Kansas  State  and  the  Irish. 

In  the  college  class,  Michigan  Normal  will  have  its  hands 
full  in  turning  back  a  field  of  39  schools  and  a  combined  individual  entry  of 
more  than  550  contestants.

CHICAGO,  ILLINOIS  Thy  University  of  Illinois  newly- 
crowned  champions  of  the  3ig  Nine  Conference,  today  (Monday)  entered  a  full 
squad  of  29  men  in  the  university  division  of  the  Illinois  Tech  Relays,  which 
will  be  held  Saturday,  March  15,  at  the  University  of  Chicago  Fieldhouse. 

The  Illini's  entry  list  includes  five  conference  champions, 
and  will  round  out  a  field  of  entries  which  includes  every  individual  champion 
from  last  Saturday's  Big  Nine  meet,  five  champions  from  the  Big  Six  conference? 
eight  champions  from  the  Central  Collegiate  meet,  and  every  winner  at  the  midwest 
Invitational  meet. 

Heading  the  Illinois  team  at  the  Illinois  Tech  Relays 
will  be  Dwight  Eddleman,  who  set  a  new  conference  high  jump  mark  of  6'  7  l/8"  last 
week-end.  Eddleman  is  the  defending  title-holder  in  the  Relays,  having  establish ed 
a  record  of  6'  6^"  in  194-3. 

Other  Illinois  winners  include  Bob  Richards  in  the  pole 
bault,  George  Vvallker  in  the  hurdles,  Herb  McKenley,  UUQ   record  hoxaer  and  Bob 
Rehberg,  Coach  Leo  Johnson  will  not  use  the  latter  in  his  mile  specialty,  how- 
ever, but  will  place  him  in  the  S<50  ^nd  the  relays.  McKenley  will  also  compete 
in  the  70  yard  dash.

From  the  Central  Collegiate  Championships,  held  at  East 
Lansing  last  Saturday,  will  come  the  following  champions;  L  orenzo  Wright  of 
Wayne,  broad,  jump;  Garion  Campbell  of  Michigan  Normal,  dash;  Harrison  Dillard  of 
Baldwin  Wallace,  high  and  low  hurdles;  Jack  Heintzman  of  Bradley,  co-champion  in 
the  high  jump;  George  Sullivan  of  Notre  Dame  in  the  shot;  and  Roy  Potochnik  of 
Marquette,  pole  vault  co-champion.  Notre  Dame's  victorius  mile  relay  team  will 
also  be  represented. 

Bill  Mack  of  Drake,  who  won  the  C.C.C.  mile,  and  Dave

CHICAGO,  ILLINuIS more  than  a  Cozen  records  v.ill  be 

endangered  Saturday  afternoon  and  evening  when  approximately  900  athletes  from  61 
colleges  and  universities  open  fire  at  the  University  of  Chicago  Fieldhouse  in 
the  Sixteenth  Annual  Illinois  Tech  Relay  Games. 

The  Games ,  which  are  being  revived  after  a  three-year  wartime  lapse,  have 
already  smashed  all  existing  records  fox-  advance  entries  and  have  been  established 
as  the  largest  indoor  collegiate  track  meet  in  the  nation. 

In  the  university  class,  all  but  one  of  the  individual  marks  may  fall. 
Only  Chuck  Fenske's  mile  record  of  4*08.9,  set  in  the  1938  Relays,  is  beyond  reach. 

The  onslaught  should  start  with  the  first  afternoon  event,  the  broad  jump 
at  3  o'clock.  Paul  miller  of  Purdue,  Big  Wine  indoor  champion  with  a  record- 
breaking  jump  of  2A1  Sf-11  stands  a  good  chance  of  bettering  the  present  mark  of 
23'  10|"  set  by  John  crooks  of  Chicago  back  in  1932. 

Dv/ight  Eddleman  of  Illinois,  Big  Nine  indoor  record-holder  with  a  6'  7  l/8' 
high  jump  mark,  may  better  his  own  record  oi  6'  6j;"  which  he  set  in  1943.  His 
teammate  Bob  Richards,  has  gone  1A'  in  the  pole  vault  this  season  and  will  be 
shooting  at  the  13'  11  l/8"  record,  set  by  Ed  Thistlethwaite  of  Northwestern  in 
1939. 

Charles  Fonville  of  Michigan,  Big  Nino  indoor  shot  put  champion,  and  Norm 
Wasser  of  Illinois,  runner-up,  both  bettered  the  former  conference  record  last 
week  and  can  top  the  Relays  record  of  51'  9ij"  set  by  Elmer  Hackney  of  Kansas 
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State  in  1939. 


In  the  diversity  70  yard  dash,  at  least  seven  nen  have  a 
chance  to  better  the  present  :07,1  record  first  set  *.n  1936  by  ''/alter  Grieve  of 
Illinois  and  twice -tied  since,  J"\m  Holland  of  Worthwe  stern,  Big  Wine  indoor  dash 
champion,  Herb  McKenley  and  Tom  Bos well  of  Illinois,  Dick  Houden  of  Wisconsin,  Bob 
Schepers  of  Michigan  State,  and  Bud  Gartiser  and  Harry  Guth  of  Missouri  have  all 
clipped  i06,3  in  the  60  yard  dash  this  season. 

The  university  hurdles  also  offer  a  sparkling  field,  with  George 
Walker  of  Illinois  and  Bill  Porter  of  RorthWe stern  among  the  top  entries.  Walker 
won  the  Big  Nine  70  yard  lows  in  »07.9,  wh°  ch  equals  the  Relays  mark,  while  Bill 
Porter  has  twice  tied  the  American  -indoor  record  "'n  :08,5,  which  betters  by  a  tenth 
of  a  second  the  present  record  set  by  Edvrard  Smith  of  Wisconsin  in  1938. 

Herb  McKenley  of  Illinois  established  an  American  indoor  record 
of  »4S  flat  in  the  Big  Nine  preliminaries  last  Friday,  ind  is  a  "ood  bet  to  best 
the  Tech  Relays  record,  held  by  Eugeno  Littler  of  Nebraska  in  1941,  of  54.9.3, 

The  half  mile  mark  of  It  55. 5,  held  by  Gal  Beckett  of  Marquette 
since  1936,  may  fall  to  Herb  Barten  of  Michigan,  who  tied  the  conference  indoor 
mark  with  a  1;53.9  jaunt  last  Saturday  at  Champaign. 

Chief  threat  to  the  college  marks  will  be  Harrison  Dillard  of 
Baldwin-lallace,  who  holds  National  A.A.U.  crowns  in  both  the  high  and  low  hurdles 
and  the  National  collegiate  outdoor  title  :n  both  h-'ghs  and  lows. 

In  the  college  mile,  ..uentin  Brelsford  of  Ohio  Wesleyan  should 
bettor  the  mark  of  4*22.9  set  by  Dave  Cluttorham  of  Cornell  College  -'n  1942.  Brels- 
ford has  gone  the  distance  "n  4:16  this  winter.

MIDWEST  POWER  CONFERENCE 

(Monday  Afternoon  Sessions) 


CHICAGO,  ILLINOIS  Warning  that  "we  must  curtail  the 

hysteria  for  tearing  up  all  of  the  old  hlueprints"  in  the  field  of  power  genera- 
tion, C.  G.  A.  Rosen,  director  of  research  at  Caterpillar  Tractor  Company, 
highlighted  the  closing  session  of  the  Midwest  Power  Conference  yesterday  (Monday) 
afternoon  at  the  Palmer  House  with  a  discussion  of  recent  developments  in  the 
field  of  Diesel  engines. 

Fourteen  speakers  took  part  in  the  opening  day's  program, 
which  included  technical  papers  dealing  with  central  station  practice,  develop- 
ments in  heating,  power  supply  for  fluctuating  loads,  and  Diesel  power.  More 
than  2500  engineers  and  power  experts  are  attending  the  three-day  meeting  which 
will  continue  through  Wednesday. 

While  engineers  must  remain  cognizant  of  developments  in 
such  relatively  unexplored  fields  as  the  hydrogen  peroxide  method  of  energy 
release,  the  fission  of  U-235  isotopes  for  use  in  power  plants,  and  the 
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utilization  of  triptane  as  a  fuel,  Rosen  cautioned  against  "going  overboard 
with  regard  to  the  possibilities  of  new  generating  methods  replacing  all  the 
older  schemes  without  checking  our  resources  and  evaluating  our  gains  in  tech- 
nological evolution." 

In  the  light  of  recent  significant  changes  in  performance 
characteristics,  the  Diesel  is  no  longer  a  slow  speed,  slow  burning  engine  hut 
has  achieved  a  rank  where  it  has  equivalent  possibilities  to  aircraft  engine 
outputs,  Rosen  said,  and  time  may  point  to  even  more  significant  comparisons. 

According  to  Rosen,  the  Diesel  will  face  a  stiff  challenge 
from  the  gas  turbine  which  has  shown  evaluating  qualification  of  promise  in 
reliability  and  maintenance,  and  may  prove  superior  particularly  in  the  larger 
units. 

"In  the  race  for  acceptability  of  the  Diesel  engine",  Rosen 
said,  "the  future  will  largely  be  determined  by  our  ability  to  effectively 

utilize  materials not  only  the  materials  which  we  have  at  hand  but  also  the 

super  materials  in  various  stages  of  development  today." 

Rosen  also  predicted  that  the  future  may  require  a  greater 
need  for  the  synthesis  of  fuels  which  provide  high  unit  energy  release,  pointing 
out  that  much  knowledge  is  being  gained  concerning  this  release  of  energy  by  the 
dissociation  of  the  molecule. 

"The  new  concepts  of  physics  provide  us  with  new  philosophies 
of  approach  and  we  can  look  forward  to  the  opportunity  of  exploring  higher 
utilization  of  energy  now  locked  within  the  molecule  of  fuel.  As  recent  scienti- 
fic events  have  significantly  pointed  out,  the  methods  of  modern  physics  and 
chemistry  can  aid  the  petroleum  industry  in  many  ways. 
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"The  correlation  of  molecular  structure  with  chemical  "behavior 
eventually  shows  the  way  to  the  provision  of  the  most  suitable  material  for 
chemical  processes  such  as  combustion.  The  gradual  transformation  of  the  petro- 
leum industry  into  a  truly  chemical  industry  is  an  indication  of  what  the  future 
holds  for  us  with  respect  to  the  reformation  or  rebuilding  of  natural  hydrocarbon 
molecules  to  suit  specific  purposes. 

"The  vast  strides  made  in  neclear  research  are  providing  tools 
in  the  form  of  radioactive  materials  which  will  allow  the  solution  of  problems 
which  up  to  recently  appeared  impossible  even  of  attack. 

"Who  here  today  can  estimate  the  hidden  treasure  of  energy 
potentially  dormant  within  the  hydrocarbon  molecule?  Who  knows  what  a  storehouse 
of  power  we  are  rejecting  to  waste  because  of  inadequate  comprehension? 

"The  fact  that  there  are  four  systems  employed  to  guide  the 
present  chemical  process  of  combustion  in  Diesel  engines  is  clear  judgment  of 
our  ignorance  factor.  There  must  be  some  one  best  way  to  burn  fuel  to  achieve 
maximum  utilization  of  energy  within  the  confines  of  an  engine  cylinder," 

The  great  increase  in  Diesel  power  sales,  which  in  the  next 
decade  is  expected  to  average  more  than  four  times  the  2,300,000  horse-power 
sold  in  1939.)  indicates  a  great  confidence  on  the  part  of  the  purchasing  public 
toward  the  Diesel  engine  and  should  support  a  very  encouraging  amount  of  re- 
search, Rosen  said. 

In  concluding,  Rosen  urged  cooperation  between  the  engine 
manufacturer  and  the  petroleum  industry  in  order  to  utilize  energy  available  in 
mechanical  work  in  the  most  economical  manner . 

"To  build  a  better  society  we  must  do  a  better  job  of  utiliz- 
ing the  energy  resources  available  to  us  now  and  in  the  future.  We  need  to  be 
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more  economical  and  cautious  in  the  appropriation  of  the  dwindling  materials  at 
our  country's  disposal." 

Also  on  the  afternoon  program  was  a  discussion  of  "Inspection 
for  Saf  ety  of  Power  Plant  Equipment"  by  William  D.  Halsey,  chief  engineer  of 
Hartford  Steam  Boiler  Inspection  and  Insurance  Company,  in  which  he  placed  a 
large  share  of  the  "blame  for  disastrous  industrial  accidents  squarely  in  laps  of 
management . 

Short-sighted  and  inadequate  maintenance  programs  are  equally 
responsible  with  the  carelessness  of  individual  operators  for  the  current  trend 
of  increasing  accidents,  he  stated,  and  must  "be  remedied  if  a  drastic  increase 
in  insurance  rates  is  to  he  avoided. 

Other  afternoon  speakers  included  C.  H.  Smoot  of  Republic 
Flow  Meters  Company,  Chicago;  H.  F.  Randolph,  vice-president,  International 
Heater  Company,  Utica,  N.Y,;  W.  S.  Harris,  University  of  Illinois;  R.  A. 
Budenholzer,  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology;  A.  G.  Hoppe,  Chicago,  Milwaukee, 
St.  Paul  and  Pacific  Railroad,  Milwaukee;  H.  E.  Smith,  Commonwealth  Edison 
Company,  Chicago;  and  C.  W.  Wright,  General  Motors  Corporation,  Dayton,  Ohio.

Chicago,  Illinois  —  Saying  that  "ve  would  like  to  lead  the 
world  to  ultimate  reduction  of  the  heavy  burden  of  armaments  hut  we  cannot  afford 
to  lead  with  our  chin,"  Fleet  Admiral  William  F.  Halsey  last  night  (Tuesday) 
advocated  that  we  protect  our  investment  in  democracy  with  an  alert,  efficient, 
coordinated  system  of  external  security. 

Addressing  a  group  of  300  engineers  and  power  authorities 
assembled  in  Chicago  for  the  ninth  annual  Midwest  Power  Conference  at  the  Palmer 
House,  Fleet  Admiral  Halset  warned  that,  in  all  our  understandable  eagerness  for 
economy,  we  must  avoid  making  a  dangerous  reduction  of  our  military  strength. 

"We  must  he  sure  we  do  not  weaken  our  military  and  naval 
forces  to  the  point  where  the  nation  is  unable  to  meet  its  duty  to  itself  and  to 
civilization.  An  anchor  of  stability  is  needed  in  a  world  still  suffering  from 
the  shock  of  war." 
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Conceding  that  the  winning  of  the  war  did  not  forever  end  all 
the  world's  problems ,   but  actually  created  certain  new  problems,  Halsey  said  that 
one  of  the  most  important  questions  facing  us  today  is:  How  do  we  plan  to  guard 
the  peace  while  we  seek  in  the  meantime  a  permanent  peace  that  needs  no  guarding? 

"It  would  be  a  fine  thing  if  this  could  be  accomplished  by 
immediate  disarmament, "  he  said,  "There  are  some  who  think  it  can.  As  a  tax- 
payer, as  a  world-citizen,  I  would  like  nothing  better  than  to  advocate  just 
that.  And  I  am  sure  that  I  hsve  extensive  company  in  that  opinion  here  this 
evening.  Industry  has  novo:"  liked  war,  and  the  assumption  that  businessmen  have 
fomented  war  is  one  of  thn  great  delusions. 

"Neither  do  professional  soldiers  or  sailors  ever  want  war  - 
any  more  than  policemen  van*  riot/3.  They  don't  Wz?   to  i'~t  abrt  n,t  or  bombed, 

"But  Lho  ''o.cid;i..i.Ca^  %Uar_y  do  n ;■"  d;..i^~  ;_.hau  ^ru-vide  the 
background  for  such  disarmament,  n-r  will  they  untij.  vo  have  written  the  peace 
treaties  with  Germany  and  Japan,  until  the  baited  Nations  has  proved  itself 
a  successful  goin^  condom,  and  until  it  is  clear  that  the  rest  of  the  world 
wants  true  disarmament  and  i?  "O'.I'l:" \g  to  su^rcri'jo  to  conditions  which  will 
guarantee  it . 

"Wo  havt=  tried  ^ery  means  to  preve.it  war.T  in  the  pant  tut 
one.  We  have  tr^^a  diu.-ariiaaionc .  Ws  have  fr-led  isolation,  Wa  have  trird  mural 
suasion.  The  most  workable,  the  meat  economical  m-,ane  -  w?  have  no-1.,  utilised 
until  today  -  protecting  our  investment  in  democracy  with  a.,  albert,  efficient, 
coordinated  system  of  external  security." 

Tracing  the  duplicity  jracbiced  by  the  Japanese  and  Germans 
with  regard  to  the  disarmament  provisions  set  forth  at  the  1922  Conference  in 
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Washington  and  the  subsequent  Naval  Conference,  Fleet  Admiral  Halsey  concluded 
that  "Disarmament  must  follow  and  not  precede  the  perfecting  of  plans  for  world 
peace." 

The  United  States  has  already  made  a  sizable  voluntary  reduc- 
tion of  armaments,  he  said,  pointing  to  the  fact  that  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps 
today  has  less  than  700,000  men  and  women  compared,  with  more  than  ^,000,000  in 
19^5;  naval  aviation's  ^,000  service  planes  compared  with  a  total  of  ^0,000 
formerly;  and  today's  operating  fleet  of  877?  only  nine  percent  of  the  ships 
manned  by  the  Navy  in  19^5 • 

"Theso  stops  are  indicative  of  the  efforts  of  our  military 
and  naval  leaders  to  work  for  a  healthy  economy  and  a  balanced  budget.  These 
leaders  recognize  the  groat  task  resting  upon  the  President  and  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States,  upon  the  Treasury,  upon  Americar.  ousir.ess,  and  the  taxpayers 
who  all  have  an  interest  in  a  sound  natioria.'1.  economy. 

"But  economy  does  not  mean  HOT  spending  money;  Halsey 
emphasized.   "It  means  gettir-g  the  most  for  your  money.  It  means  paying  whatever 
properly  should  be  paid  for  national  insurance.  Therefore,  in  all  our  under- 
standable eagerness  for  economy,  we  must  avoid  making  a  dangerous  reduction  of 
our  military  strength." 

As  for  devoting  our  money  to  research  rather  than  spending 
for  weapons  of  war  which  may  become  obsolete  tomorrow,  Halsey  cautioned  that 
research  by  itself  does  nob  win  v?ars;  any  more  than  airplanes,  submarines, 
artillery  or  any  other  single  elemeno. 

"Gadget,  or  push-button,  war  is  still  a  long  way  off;"  he 
said.   "We  have  little  more  than  the  push-button  at  this  point.  Although  the 
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paths  of  development  are  indicated,  the  reality  is  not  yet  even  within  reach. 

"We  must  not  create  a  Maginot  Line  in  any  form,  whether  it 
he  the  concept  of  research,  or  airpower,  of  submarines ,  or  of  suitca.se  bombs. 
Our  security  will  rest  upon  an  efficient,  progressive  military  establishment 
hacked  up  by  a  healthy  and  vigorous  national  economy, 

"There  is  a  more  important  thing,  however,  than  just  remain- 
ing physically  strong  on  sea,  land  and  air.   It  is  not  enough  that  our  ships 
and  planes  be  adaptable  to  any  condition  or  eventuality.  Wot  enough  that  we 
be  strong  in  laboratories,  factories  and  farms.  We  must  remain  strong  in  spirit 
as  well. 

"For  if  we  lose  that  inner  strength  that  carried  us  through 
the  war,  we  lose  everything  -  including  the  Peace,  which  we  can  ill  afford  to 
lose . " 

Also  gpeakirog  on  the  evening  program  with  Rear  Admiral  Halsey 
was  Richard  R.  Deupree,  executive  chairman  of  the  Army  and  Favy  Munitions  Board 
and  president  of  the  Praetor  and  Gamble  Company. 

Describing  tne  acbivities  of  the  Board,  which  is  charged 
with  the  responsibility  of  developing  an  industrial  mobilization  plan  for  use 
in  the  event  of  any  possible  future  national  emergency,  Deupree  pointed  to 
the  inefficiency,  confusion,  waste  and  delay  which  marked  initial  attempts  to 
mobilize  industry  for  World  War  II  and  actually  jeopardised  the  national  safety. 

"In  World  War  II  v;e  survived  the  less  of  time  in  preparation 
because  we  had  the  advantage  of  distance  from  our  enemies  and  the  steadfastness 
of  our  Allies  to  protect  us  until  we  were  ready,"  he  said. 

"It  is  apparent  from  the  developments  during  and  since  World 
War  II  that  we  cannot  take  such  risks  in  the  future.  Ne\er  again  can  we  depend 
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on  foreign  orders  to  "build  up  our  wartime  industry  or  months  of  safe  production 
to  prepare  our  own  armed  forces.  Jn  another  war,  which  ye  all  hope  will  never 
occur,  the  far-reaching  and  swift -striking  power  cf  new  weapons  will  almost 
immediately  endeanger  our  productive  capacity  and  could  paralyze  considerable 
of  our  effort.  To  avoid  disaster  we  must  "be  alio  to  utilize  all  our  strength 
and  to  do  so  quickly  without  fumbling,  error  or  second  trial.," 

In  order  to  guarantee  a  state  of  readiness  at  all  times,  the 
Board  must  make  sure  of  adequate  resources,  facilities  and  products,  and  of 
united  effort  "by  all  agencies  and  groups  to  maintain  national  security,  he  said. 
The  Board's  plans  for  all  phases  of  industrial  mobilization  will  he  revised 
yearly  in  the  light  of  changes  in  the  economical  and  political  situations,  as 
well  as  to  keep  abreast  of  changes  in  weapons  of  warfare . 

The  "time-tab] e'  of  preparations,  as  ouxlined  by  leupree, 
include  three  different  phases ;  1)   The  work  that  should,  be  done  in,  peacetime 
preparing  the  plan  to  meet  an  emergency;  2)  trie  actions  and  steps  that  will  be 
necessary  from  the  time  trouble  might  appear  until  it  actually  descends  upon  us; 
3)  the  setting  into  motion  of  all  of  the  necessary  agencies,  bureaus,  production, 
etc,  when  trouble  has  actually  descended. 

In  planning  facilities  needed  for  converting  raw  materials 
into  such  items  as  airplanes,  ships,  guns,  tanks  and  ammunition,  as  well  as 
essential  parts  and  tools,  Deupree  said  that  the  standby  facilities  operated  in 
World  War  II  are  of  importance . 

"It  has  been  determined  that  approximately  100  plants  should, 
if  enabling  legislation  is  enacted  by  Congress,  continue  to  be  government -owned. 
There  should  also  be  a  number  of  government -owned  plants  released  for  sale 
with  what  is  termed  the  "National  Security  Clause",  a  clause  inserted  in  the 
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lease  which  provides  for  a  claim  upon  the  plant  on  the  part  of  the  Secretary  of 
War  and/or  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  in  case  of  an  emergency." 

Afternoon  technical  sessions  dealing  with  power  cables,  small 
power  plants,  and  electronics  in  industry  included  the  presentation  of  papers

CHICAGO,  ILLINOIS ■  Predicting  that  the  day  is  not  too 

far  distant  when  the  conversion  of  coal  to  fluid  fuels  will  he  possible  at  a 
reasonable  cost,  Ralph  A.  Sherman,  supervisor  of  the  fuels  division  of  Battelle 
Memorial  Institute,  this  morning  (Tuesday)  reviewed  energy  sources  of  the  future 
in  an  address  before  the  Midwest  Power  Conference. 

Sherman's  address  featured  a  session  on  Fuels  and  Combustion, 
one  of  four  technical  panels  presented  as  the  conference  opened  its  second  full 
day  of  discussion  at  the  Palmer  House. 

"Our  proved  resources  of  petroleum  and  natural  gas  appear 
to  be  great  enough  for  only  a  relatively  short  period  in  the  face  of  a  continu- 
ally increasing  demand, "  Sherman  state . 

"But  our  reserves  of  coal  are  almost  limitless  and  the  rate 
of  technological  advances  has  been  so  rapid  that  it  appears  that  our  earlier 
fears  of  the  necessity  to  pay  an  excessively  high  cost  for  the  conversion  of  coal 
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to  liquid  fuel  were  unjustified." 

At  present  there  is  a  distinct  trend  in  almost  every  application 
toward  the  greater  utilization  of  the  fluid  fuels,  gas  and  oil.  The  continuation 
of  this  trend,  according  to  Sherman,  will  depend  largely  upon  our  reserves,  which 
are  inconsiderable  as  compared  to  those  in  bituminous  and  sub -bituminous  coal  and 
lignite . 

Possible  peacetime  applications  of  war-developed  rockets 
are  likely  to  be  limited  to  use  in  jet-assisted  take-off  of  heavy  planes  and  for 
meteorological  and  other  scientific  soundings,  but  will  be  of  major  importance 
in  the  event  of  another  war. 

Predictions  relative  to  atomic  power  are  of  little  value  until 
experiments  now  authorized  have  been  carried  out  and  knowledge  is  available  on 
the  cost  of  the  materials  and  equipment,  and  on  methods  and  costs  of  shielding 
.and  of  disposal  of  the  radioactive  products  safely,  he  said. 

"That  there  are  possibilities  of  large  scale  generation  of 
power  by  atomic  fission  within  the  next  decade  or  two  is  definitely  true.  That 
this  is  so  probable  that  continued  development  of  improved  methods  for  the 
generation  of  energy  from  fuels  is  not  warranted  is  as  definitely  false." 

Despite  the  many  notable  developments  in  this  field,  coal 
still  remains  supreme.   "As  our  basic  energy  source  both  of  today  and  of  tomorrow, 
coal  will  continue  to  afford  man  an  increasing  amount  of  energy  for  the  building 
of  his  culture  and  for  the  growth  of  civilization,"  Sherman  concluded. 

Other  speakers  on  the  morning  program  included  George  L. 
Jorgenson,  Commonwealth  Edison  Company,  who  discussed  "Load  Statistics  of  the 
Electric  Light  and  Power  Industry";  0.  A.  Hill,  Jr.,  Public  Service  Company  of 
Northern  Illinoise,  whose  paper  dealt  with  "Lighting  as  a  Distribution  System 
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Load";  A.  B.  Newton,  Chrysler  Corporation,  and  John  Hertzler,  York  Corporation, 
who  spoke  on  developments  in  air  conditioning;  P.  L.  Mercer  of  the  Union  Electric 
Company,  "Keokuk  Hydro  -  A  Third  of  a  Century  Old";  E.  Robert  de  Luccia,  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Power,  Federal  Power  Commission,  who  reviewed  "Coordination  of 
Hydro  and  Steam  Power  in  the  Missouri  Basin";  and  Otto  de  Lorenzi,  Combustion 
Engineering  Company,  New  York,  who  presented  a  paper  dealing  with  "Methods  of 
Firing  Pulverized  Coa." 

Addresses  by  Fleet  Admiral  William  F.  Halsey  on  "Preparedness 
for  Peace"  and  "by  Richard  R.  Deupree,  who  will  speak  on  the  Army  and  Navy  Munitions 
Board  of  which  he  is  executive  chairman,  will  highlight  the  All -Engineers  Dinner 
tonight  (Tuesday) . 

The  final  sessions  of  the  three-day  conference  tomorrow  will 
include  17  papers  dealing  with  metallurgy  of  power  plants,  electronics  in  indus- 
try j  hydro  power,  feedwater  treatment,  gas  turbines,  transmission  and  distribution, 
and  a  special  panel  on  the  subject,  "Increasing  the  Engineers'  Contribution  to 
Civic  Progress."

CHICAGO,  ILLINOIS Indicating  that  unless  American  citizens  band  to- 

aconoiuic 
gether  immediately  to  revise  present  price  levels  downward  our  entire/ system  may 

falter,  Dr.  Pearce  Davis,  director  of  business  and  economics  at  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology,  keynoted  the  opening  session,  of  the  ninth  annual  Midwest  Power  Con- 
ference at  the  Palmer  House  this  morning  (Monday) . 

Engineers  and  power  experts  from  throughout  the  nation  heard  Dr.  Davis 
warn  that  " continuation 5  not  to  say  accentuation,  of  recent  trends  may  eventually 
pave  the  way  to  depression,  and  may  lead  there  faster  than  many  of  us  think." 

"It  seems  inevitable  that  the  present  rising  trend  of  prices,  if  conti- 
nued for  any  considerable  period  of  time  at  anywhere  near  the  rate  of  upward  move- 
ments, must  sooner  or  later  induce  a  serious  downturn  in  business  activity,  em- 
ployment, and  notional  income,"  he  said. 

Basing  his  views  upon  the  assumption  that  America  will  not  be  involved 
in  a  new  war  in  the  immediate  future  nor  in  a  program  of  foreign  activity,  finan- 
cial or  otherwise,  tantamount  to  a  state  of  war,  Dr.  Davis  continued: 
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"Only  one  cour?e  of  action  .seems  open  to  the  average  American  citizen, 
in  today's  circumstance-  -  -  -to  do  all  we  possibly  can  tc  persuade  those  who  are 
charged  with  price-setting  responsibilities  to  do  everything  within  their  power 
and  responsibility,  including  quick  resort  to  technological  improvements  that  re- 
duce cost,  to  turn  the  upward  trend  of  prices  into  a  downward  trend-  -  -a  downward 
trend  that  would  permit  a  rise  instead  of  force  a  fall  in  real  income  per  income 
receiver  in  the  United  wStates — a  downward  trend  that  would  permit  the  present  scale 
of  buying  to  be  maintained  or  increased,  not  reduced —  a  downward  trend  that  would 
permit  continued  high  employment  instead  of  inviting  a  new  depression." 

Even  if  such  a  movement  is  partially  accomplished,  a  depression  is  not 
necessarily  avoided. 

"A  depression  might  come  anyway  because,  among  other  reasons,  prices, 
though  falling,  might  not  fell  as  far  as  cost  levels  would  permit  thew  to  fall 
(as  appears  to  have  happened  at  least  once  before). 

"Our  industrial  economy  has,  for  many  years,  been  marked  by  alternating 
periods  of  high  and  low  levels  of  economic  activity.  At  the  present  time,  I  see 
nothing  to  indicate  that  the  cyclical  tendency  of  our  economic  system  has  as  yet 
been  eliminated.-  -  -We  have  already  made  some  progress  toward  the  solution  of  de- 
pression, we  have  n:jw  available  knowledge  and  resources  thatwn.  et  tho  vory  least, 
postpone,  shorten  and  minimize  the  effects  of  depression.  The  effectiveness  of  the 
knowledge  accumulated  so  far,  however,  requires  a  firm  collective  determination 
en  the  part  cf  the  people  to  employ  such  knowledge  to  combat  depression. 

" the  general  tone  of  the  times  is,  unfortunately  in  my  view,  rather 

cf  the  spirit  of  ''each  man  fcr  himself  end  the  devil  take  the  hindmost'.  '  That 
spirit  is  not  conducive  to  postponement  or  avoidance  of  depression," 
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America's  number  one  economic  problem  is  still  that  of  sustained  full  em- 
ployment, at  a  time  when  demand  for  goods  arises  from  a  demand  fcr  current  replace- 
ment rather  than  from  current  and  accumulated  replacement  of  four  years  of  deficien- 
cies in  peace-time  goods,  he  stated. 

"Eventually,  however,  we  must  face  the  time  when  our  current  buying  re- 
presents demand  for  current  replacement  -  not  current  and  accumulated.  When  that 
time  comes  -  and  it  will  come,  sooner  or  later  -  our  economic  system  will  receive 
a  tost  of  its  efficiency  in  maintaining  employment,  anew." 

Reviewing  our  present  economic  situation,  Dr.  Davis  outlined  eight 
aspects  in  our  economy  which  point  to  a  favorable  overall  picture. 

He  lis tods 

1.  The  phenomenal  progress  made  by  this  country  in  the  process  of  re- 
conversion. 

2.  The  full-employment  of  our  manpower  in  peacetime  activities. 

3.  A  level  of  production  for  the  purposes  and  the  ways  of  peace  which 
is  approximately  60  per  cent  greater  than  in  1939. 

U.     An  unprecedented  national  money  income  of  165  pillion  dollars  in  19/+6- 
nearly  double  the  high  point  of  1929. 

5.  One  of  the  highest  levels  of  corporate  profits  in  history,  despite 
high  costs,  prices,  tax  rates  and  reconversion  problems. 

6.  The  two- thirds  slash  in  the  federal  budget  and  an  area  of  agreement 
between  the  executive  and  legislative  branches  of  the  government  as 
to  the  approximate  size  of  the  new  budget. 

7.  The  restoration  of  commodity  markets  of  the  nation  to  the  pre-war 
state  of  freedom  with  the  withdrawal  of  all  war-time  wage  controls, 
and  most  -rar-time  rationing  controls  except  in  the  field  of  housing. 
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8.  The  present  high  level  of  tax  rates. 

Dr.  Davis  explained:   "It  is  appropriate  to  have  a  higher  tax 
level  at  the  present  time  because  the  people  can  carry  a  high 
level  of  +r,ro?  r'th  greater  ease  in  a  period  of  great  economic 
activity  then  when  the  level  of  activity  is  lower;  because 
major  reduction  of  the  national  debt  must  be  achieved  in  a 
period  of  high  level  economic  activity;  because  the  present 
State  of  the  world  appears,  unhappily,  to  make  necessary  a 
continuance  of  high  spending  for  military  installations  and 
military  activities." 
"The  summary  affect  of  this  list  of  favorable  factors  loads  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  American  economy  is  now  operating  at  one  of  tnc  greatest, 
probably  the  greatest,  peak  point  of  its  history,"  he  said. 

Among  the  most  unfavorable  aspects  of  our  economy,  Dr.  Davis  included 
the  national  debt;  the  housing  situation;  and  the  recent  level  and  trend  of  pricet 
If  prices  continue  to  soar  upward  at  present  rates,  he  pointed  out,  the 
cost  of  living,  already  25  per  cent  higher  than  in  1929,  will  be  nearly  20  per 
cent  higher  at  the  end  of  194-7  than  it  was  at  the  end  of  1946.  This  current 
trend  in  prices  holds  the  most  ominous  prospect  for  future  economic  conditions, 
he  warned. 

A  discordant  note  in  an  economy  running  at  an  all-time  high  in  rate 
of  operation  is  the  fact  that  the  real  -  goods  and  services  -  income  of  the  ave- 
rage income  receiver  in  this  country  is  today  not  greater  but  the  same,  or  less 
than  i*  was  in  1939,  not  apparent  now  because  the  un in creased,  or  decreased  real 
income  of  the  average  income  receiver  is  being  compensated  for,  in  part,  by  the 
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fact  that  more  workers  are  employed  than  ever  before,  fe<ver  workers  are  unemployed 
than  in  any  recent  period,  and  because  American  families  have  more  members  bringing 
in  income  than  was  formerly  the  case. 

Pising  prices  such  as  are  in  prospect  today  are  bound  to  exert  a  consi- 
derable effect  on  labor-management  contracts,  since  xmion  leadership  will  be  "oaced 
to  take  a  more  aggressive  wage  position  leading  to  more  costly  industrial  disrutes. 

Despite  these  trends,  Dr.  Davis  closed  on  a  note  of  confidence  in  the 
long  range  economic  future  of  the  American  nation. 

"If  we  turn  away  from  the  month  by  month  and  year  by  year  operation 
of  our  economy  to  survey  the  more  distant  view  that  historians  and  future  popula- 
tions will  have,  T  think  we  have  reason  to  have  confidence  in  the  economic  future 
of  the  American  nation.  T  am  confident  that  what  we  consider  our  present  high 
level  of  real  income  will  seem,  as  indeed  it  is  in  absolute  terms,  pitifully 
low  to  future  generations.  I  am  confident,  too,  that  most,  if  not  all  of  the 
economic  problems  that  confront  us  today,  including  the  problems  arising  from 
the  fact  that  we  are  today  a  most  powerful,  though  inexperienced,  major  operating 
element  in  a  world  economy,  will  be  solved  by  the  minds  of  man  now  with  us  or  yet 
to  join  us.  I  know  that  in  the  process  of  solving  those  problems,  mistakes  will 
be  7aade,  many  halting  and  faltering  steps  will  be  taken,  and  that,  on  ocear-ion,  ou.r 
progress  will  seam  irritatingly  and  needlessly  slow. 

"Of  the  ultimate  outcome,  however,  I  have  no  doubt.  We  must  not  forget 
that  it  is  only  300  years  or  so  since  the  coming  of  every  winter  brought  with  it 
the  actual  possibility  of  death  by  starvation  to  most  inhabitants  of  the  Western 
World.  We  have  come  a  long  way  since  those  days.  I  say  the  next  300  years  can 
hold  groat  and  high  promise."

"Innumerable  instances  could  be  cited  where  instruments 
providing  calculated  measurements  are  of  tremendous  value,"  Barnard  said. 
"Problems  which  seemed  insurmountable  or  extremely  complicated  some  years  ago 
havo  now  become  commonplace  and  remarkably  simple."

to  the  law  of  probabilities  will  again  be  forced  to  bear  "the  burden  of  del  ease, 
will  never  again  be  able  to  organize  its  military  might  oehind  the  fortifications 
of  distance,  Jahn.W.  Swaren,  research  analyst  for  the  Industrial  College  of  the 
Armed  Forces,  warned  yesterday  (Wednesday)  in  the  closing  address  of  the  I9-47 
Midwest  Power  Conference  at  the  Palmer  House. 

"Even-,  though  the  issue  be  joined  politically  overseas," 
Swaren  said,  flong  runge  weapons,  be  they  guided  missiles,  or  conventional 
bombers,  will  subject  us  from  the  first  day  to  a  devastation  this  nation  has 
never  known. 

"-What  will  be  the  pattern  of  power  destruction?  Some,  of 
course,  will  be  the  result  of  area  bombing.  But  more  will  be  caused  by  precise 
attack  against  specific  power  targets.  But  what  targets? 

"Certain  military  engineers  feel  sure  that  generating  sta- 
tions will  be  tiie  choice  -  that  within  twenty-four  hours  Grand  Coulee,  and 
Wilson,  and  Philo,  and  Powerton,  and  Niagra  and  a  dozen  other  landmarks  of  the 
industry  will  be  crippled  so  badly  that  many  months,  perhaps  years,  will  be  re- 
quired for  restoration.  Such  an  eventuality  would  be  crippling  in  the  extreme.

Failure  to  destroy  systematically  the 
power  -systems  of  Germany  has  been  called  one  of  the  greatest  tactical  errors  of 
the  late  war.  Be  that  as  it  may.  The  General  Staffs  of  all  nations  ai'e  awake 
to  the  implications  of  electric  power.  Its  importance  will  not  be  overlooked, 
This  tactical  error  will  not  be  repeated." 

The  highest  echelon  of  the  Axis  Command,  Swaren  said,  feared 
a  concerted,  coordinated  attack  on  their  power  systems  at  all  times.   "The 
universal  comment  to  postwar  interrogation  of  their  officials,  both  civilian 
and  military,  was  that  such  an  attack  would  have  shortened  the  war  measurably, " 
he  revealed. 

In  another  afternoon  address,  R.  h.   Gates,  president  of 
Preheater  Corporation,  New  York,  urged  engineers  to  accept  greater  public  responsi- 
bilities. 

Gc.tes  emphasized  that  the  new  mechanical  power  which  scien- 
tists and  engineers  have  unleashed  has  brought  the  nations  of  the  world  closer 
together  into  a  neighborhood  and  has  created  new  responsibilities  for  all  citizens. 

^e  concluded  that  too  few  engineers,  as  compared  with  mem- 
bers of  other  professions,  are  actively  interested  in  public  affairs  as  citizens
